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derbilt University, also in Nash- 
ville. The merger will take place no 
later than the beginning of the fall 
term, 1979. 

Peabody College will become 
George Peabody College for 
Teachers of Vanderbilt University. 
It will become the ninth compo- 
nent of Vanderbilt, which now 
includes seven schools and a 
College of Arts and Sciences. 


Minorities to Be Studied 

The Ford Foundation has an- 
nounced it will underwrite a study 
by a nine-member commission to 
assess the educational progress 
made by blacks, Mexican Ameri- 
cans, Puerto Ricans, and Native 
Americans in recent years, also 
examining the factors that still 
inhibit their access to and success 
in higher education, as well as the 
means by which minorities may 
achieve educational equity and full 


participation in society. Chairman 
of the commission will be O. 
Meredith Wilson, former president 
of the University of Minnesota and 
of the Center for Advanced Study 
in the Behaviorial Sciences. The 
project is scheduled for completion 
in 2-1/2 years.
